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Charges Possible In CIA Plots 


WASHINGTON (A P ) - Justice 
Department officials are still weighing 
whether to bring charges against those 
involved in the assassination plots de­ 
scribed by the Senate intelligence 
committee. 
Department officials are studying a 
series of statutes for possible use in 
any prosecution, including a cover-up 
charge. A spokesman says that Atty. 
Gen. Edward H. I>evi will either seek 
indictments or publicly explain why 
not in a report on his department’s 
investigation into all categories of 
alleged CIA wrongdoing. 
In its 346-page report made public 
Thursday, the committee said U.S. 
officials had instigated at least eight 
assassination plots against Cuba’s Fi­ 
del Castro and had launched another 


schem e to kill C ongolese leader 
Patrice Lumumba. The panel also de­ 
scribed the U.S. government as im­ 
plicated in the killing of Dominican 
dictator Rafael Trujillo. 
Of the nine foreign leaders men­ 
tioned in the report, only Fidel (’astro 
and his brother Haul are still alive. 
But the committee said, “No foreign 
leaders were killed as a result of 
assassination plots initiated by of­ 
ficials of the United States.” 
Neither President Ford nor the CIA 
commented on the report. 
The panel noted with surprise that 
“there is presently no statute making 
it a crime to assassinate a foreign 
official outside the United States" and 
urged Congress to enact such a law. 
Its report told of a CIA official at the 


agency’s old Washington headquarters 
who was asked to develop plans to kill 
Lumumba in 1960 and raised the 
prospect “that conspiracy to commit 
murder being done in the District of 
Columbia might be rn violation of 
federal law.” 
A second official, Richard Bissell, 
then head of the agency’s clandestine 
serv ices, “ airily d ism issed ’’ the 
prospect, according to evidence 
submitted to the committee. 
Justice Department officials say 
they are examining the possibility of 
prosecutions based on any cover-up of 
the assassination plots. To bring such a 
charge they would first have to decide 
that a crime had been committed. 
In considering that decision, the law 
which Justice Department officials are 


examining most closely makes it a 
felony to instigate, support or take part 
in “any military or naval expedition or 
en terp rise” against leaders of a 
foreign country with which th*' United 
States is at peace. 
Department officials say the key 
legal question in determining whether 
that law was violated is the definition 
of a military enterprise. 
Prosecution directly under this law 
would be limited to those acts com ­ 
mitted within the last five years, and 
only one incident in the committee 
report falls in that time period. But a 
cover-up can extend long beyond the 
original crime. 
The department’s investigators also 
are studying the federal conspiracy 
laws and the possibility of referring 
the whole matter for prosecution under 
state laws on which the time-limit for 
prosecution may not have run out, 
such as conspiracy to commit murder. 
I>cvi himself said last June, “ If we 
were talking alxmt assassinations. I 
guess we really don’t have a statute of 
limitations.” 
In its principal recommendation, the 
panel headed by Sen. Frank Church, 
D-Idaho, called for legislation making 
it a crime for any U.S. official or 
citizen to conspire, attempt or engage 
in the assassination of a foreign leader 
The Senate committee report, fruit 
of a still-incomplete, sixmonth in­ 
vestigation, was released by the panel 
after the Senate spurned a p p a ls by

Some Jobless Benefits Run Out 


WASHINGTON 
(A P) - U nem ­ 
ployment benefits, often referred to by 
President Ford as “our first line of 
defense in a recession,” are running 
out for tens of thousands of jobless 
Americans. 
For the most part, they are men in 
the prime of their working years who 
were employed in blue-collar jobs. But 
a disproportionate number are blacks 
and the elderly — usually the last to be 
rehired. 
Despite the improving economy, 
unemployment remains at its highest 
level since the Great Depression of the 
1930s, and most economists agree it 
will remain at high levels through 
most of the decade. 
To 
soften 
the 
impact 
of 
the 
recession, Congress repeatedly ex­ 
tended unemployment benefits to a 
maximum of 65 weeks 
for some 
workers. But for the first victims of the 
business slump and those caught in the 
wave of layoffs during the 1973 Arab oil 
embargo that preceded it, even this 
economic prop has been exhausted. 


Labor D epartm ent officia ls say 
287,000 people had 
used 
up their 
eligibility as of last June and were 
forced to look elsewhere for income. 
The number is increasing each week, 
and the department estim ates that in 
1976 some 2,470,000 Americans will use 
up their benefits. 
Some will find jobs. Others have 
alternative sources of income; some 
states, for exam ple, permit retirees to 
draw benefits. But others will be 
forced to turn to welfare. 
“ As their unem ploym ent com ­ 
pensation term inates,” says Senate 
I^abor Committee Chairman Harrison 
A. Williams Jr., “family savings and 
other assets are the first to go. Even­ 
tually, they can qualify for public 
assistance on the welfare rolls. The 
next recourse is bankruptcy. And then 
there is crim e.”

Payments generally range from $65 to 
Canadian Postal Strike May 


Hamper Christmas Season 


OTTAWA, Canada (AP) — Many 
Canadians face the prospect of no 
Christmas mail — and no Christmas 
bills — as the postal strike goes into its 
second month with both sides standing 
firm. 
For the businessman, the strike 
means unpaid customer bills, cash 
flow problems and forced borrowing to 
meet expenses. 
Toronto city police say the strike is 
delaying justice. More than 45.000 
summonses have been issued since 
inside postal workers walked out Oct. 
21, and most are piling up in police 
station s. 
A dditional 
charges for 
delayed payment have been waived. 
The Ottawa police are delivering 
summonses 
by 
courier, 
but 
“it’s 
costing us m oney,” one officer said. 
Letter carriers, who are not on 
strike, are delivering pension checks 
that have been sorted by supervisory 
staff and the few inside postal workers 
who have crossed picket lines. 
Veterans’ and family welfare checks 
are to be delivered beginning next 
week. 
Sales of Christmas cards are down 50 
per cent. Students of correspondence 
schools can’t send in their assign­ 
ments. 
The business community, including 
such representative organizations as 
the Retail Merchants’ Association and 


the Halifax Board of Trade, has sent 
hundreds of telegram s to the federal 
government demanding an end to the 
strike. Many demand back-to-work 
legislation. 


But some businessmen have found 
ways to get their m essage, and bills, to 
the consumer. 
Ian Tower, owner of a jew’elry chain 
in New Brunswick, said he and two 
other companies rotate delivery of 
bills. 
“It’s surprising how you find ways of 
getting from one place to another.- 
said Tower.

sentatives of a finance company are 
going from door to door like milkmen 
collecting payments. 
The British Columbia Telephone Co. 
reports a IO per cent increase in long­ 
distance calls, but bill payments are 
off 50 per cent. This is causing a daily 
cash shortage of $750,000, which the 
company is borrowing at IO per cent 
interest, a spokesman said. 
Bell Canada is delivering its bills by 
hand to urban customers.

offering $1.70 an hour over 30 months, 
while the union wants $2.73 an hour 
more than its top current rate of $4 59 
in a 27-month contract.

Iiabor Department officials say they 
are only beginning to compile up-to- 
date figures on the number of persons 
w ho have exhausted their benefits, and 
data to provide an accurate picture of 
who they are and where they live. 
However,

government 
survey of IO states showed that half of 
the people exhausting their benefits 
were between 22 and 44 years old, and 
about 60 per cent were men. 
A relatively large proportion were 
over 65, an age group that experiences 
the most difficulty in finding work. The 
survey found that 14 per cent w6re in 
this group, which accounts for only 2.5 
per cent of the unemployed. 
Other findings showed that those in 
the 
10-state 
survey 
who 
have 
exhausted their benefits were em ­ 
ployed in blue-collar occupations. Non­ 
whites accounted for nearly 25 per cent 
of those who have lost benefits, or a 
considerably larger num ber than 
nonw hites’ 16 per cent share of the jobs 
covered by unemployment insurance 
in the survey area. 
The study concluded that the trend to 
higher welfare applications “will be 
moderated only by the unwillingness of 
unemployed workers to exhaust their 
savings and other assets in order to 
qualifv for public assistance.”

Castro from 1960 to 1965" using a 
variety of devices which “ran the 
gamut from high-powered rifles to poi­ 
son pills, poison pens, deadly bacterial 
powders and other devices 
which 
strain the imagination " On at least 
two occasions the plots “progressed to 
the point of sending poison pills to 
Cuba and dispatching teams to commit 
the deed," the report said. 
“The most ironic of these plots took 
place on Nov. 22, 1963 
the very’ day 
that President Kennedy was shot in 
Dallas - when a CIA official offered a 
poison pen to a Cuban for use against 
Castro while at the same time an 
em issary from President Kennedy was 
meeting with Castro to explore the 
possibility of improved relations," it 
said.

against Castro involved attempts “to 
determine whether an exotic .seashell 
rigged to explode could be deposited in 
an area where Castro commonly went 
skin diving.” That plan and another

Two of 
R u ssia’s recent big underground 
nuclear tests apparently have spewed 
some radioactive debris into the at­ 
mosphere, U.S. intelligence sources 
report. 
Radioactive 
gaseous 
debris 
was 
collected outside Russia’s territory 
following a 3.8-inegaton test on Oct. 18 
and a twomegaton blast on Oct. 21, 
sources 
said. 
A 
megaton 
is 
the 
equivalent of one million tons of TNT. 
Tests were conducted on the Soviet 
island of Novaya Zemlya in the Arctic. 
Both the United States and the Soviet 
Union are 
pushing 
underground 
testing of larger nuclear weapons so 
they can complete development pro­ 
grams before next April when a new 
treaty goes into effect 
The U.S.-Soviet treaty limits un­ 
derground tests to 150 kilotons, or the 
blast power of 150,000 tons of TNT. An 
earlier treaty bans nuclear weapons 
tests in the atmosphere, in space and 
underwater. 
C ongress voted money for a c ­ 
celerated testing to beat the 1976 
deadline and the United States so far 
has announced 14 underground tests in 
Nevada this year, with the latest on 
Thursday. 
U.S. officials said there was no 
radioactive leakage from the blast a 
half-mile deep in the Nevada desert 
The blast had a yield of between 
200,000 and one million tons of TNT, 
caused a shock measured at 6.0 on the 
Richter scale 
the force of a sub­ 
stantial earthquake 
and splashed 
water from I .as Vegas hotel swimming 
pools and swayed chandeliers inside 
the resort’s glittering casinos. The 
blast site was 110 m iles to the north of 
the city.

Ford 
nomination 
Reagan flew

man wielding a plastic toy pistol as he 
shook hands after the first rally of his 
campaign. The man, identified as 
Michael I-nice Garvin, 20, of Pom­ 
pano, Fla., was grabbed by Secret 
Service agen ts and Reagan was 
hustled away. 
Bob Newbrand, special agent in 
charge of the Miami area Secret 
Service office, said Garvin was 
charged 
with 
intim idating 
a 
presidential 
candidate 
and 
with 
assaulting a federal officer. 
The 64-year-old Reagan looked tired 
and was a bit hoarse as he answered 
questions from the New Hampshire 
audience on such issues as unemploy­ 
m ent. defense spending, detente, 
abortion, welfare reform, gun control, 
busing and foreign aid 
Reagan repeatedly cited his policy of 
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fiscal conservatism and his fight for 
welfare reform as California’s chief 
executive He said “the same thing can 
tx* done on the national level." 
Reagan hammered away at the 
sam e theme he outlined earlier in the 
day in speeches in Washington and 
Miami 
the inability of the federal 
government, despite its size, to cope 
with the nation’s problems 
“ Washington with all of its power 
seem s unable to solve the problems 
any more ... instead, it subsidizes 
them," he declared. 
Reagan blasted the 
Democratic- 
controlled Congress in answer to a 
question on the economy. 
What they won t face up to is that 
the cause of recession is inflation and 
inflation is caused by government 
san d in g, and they don’t have the guts 
to face up to the situation," he said. 
In announcing his candidacy 
in 
W ashington, 
Reagan 
studiously 
avoided any outright criticism of Ford 
under what he called the lith com ­ 
mandment 
“Thou shalt not speak ill 
of another Republican.” 
He said he foresaw no damage to the 
GOP from his race against Ford, 
lilly" fur the GUI’ and the country . 
He called for more defense spending, 
saying the Soviet Union is outspendmg 
the United States and “to be second 
best militarily is to be last." 
Despite the earlier toy-gun episode, 
Reagan reaffinned his opposition to 
gun control, declaring “ I like guns 
too." But he called for strong penalties

NEW YORK (AP) — The big in­ 
crease in housing starts during 
October means many things, de­ 
pending upon your viewpoint. 
To furniture makers it suggests the 
likelihood of higher sales.To builders 
ifs a signal to contact old hands, if 
they haven’t already done so. To 
lenders it’s a warning to prepare for 
more mortgage requests. 
To economic forecasters the in­ 
crease means other things. Some view 
the October rate of 1,458,000 units as 15 
per cent higher than the month before. 
Some say it’s an aberration. Others 
claim it is unhealthily low. 
To certain other analysts, all these 
considerations 
are 
secondary. 
Urbanologists recognize the need for 
brand-new homes, and they know that 
construction has a catalytic impact on 
business in general, but they think the 
emphasis is all wrong. 
To them, the construction of a new 
house often represents the flight from 
the city. Americans, they say, have 
been fleeing for decades, discarding in 
the process houses and neighborhoods 
that should have been rehabilitated. 
The throwaway generation is passe, 
they say. Our resources, including 
money, are limited. We must con­ 
serve, not waste, and that applies to 
housing too. The throwaway house is 
out of fashion, they say. 
“We can no longer accept the 
traditional notion that the way to deal 
with a used’ house is to throw it away 
and build a new one somewhere else,” 
said Carla A. Hills, secretary of 
housing and urban development, in an 
address to lenders. 
Instead, she said, “We must seek to 


preserve and recycle the wealth of 
housing we have in our cities and 
suburbs.” 
Mrs. Hills and others are concerned 
about the enormous assets — cultural 
and physical — that lay abandoned, 
relatively unused, underfinanced or 
seemingly destined for that fate, in the 
nation’s cities. 
Included in the list, to one degree or 
another, are billions of dollars of 
educational, recreational and health 
facilities, transportation system s, 
streets, sewer and water systems, the­ 
aters, utilities, churches, parks, 
stores, factories. And housing. 
Those close to housing and urban 
matters are appalled by the aban­ 
donment of well constructed private 
homes and multifamily units, many of 
which couldn’t be replaced for double 
their original costs. 
The problem is easily recognized, 
and so is what needs to be done: Bring 
back investments and entrepreneurs 
and residents. The real problem isn’t 
one of recognition — it’s taking the 
first step. 
Private lenders don’t hesitate to 
state flatly that they cannot risk their 
depositors’ funds on investments in the 
blighted, inner city areas. That, they 
say, is simply a sound business deci­ 
sion. 
Government officials say they 
cannot do the job alone. 
So there are government-industry 
programs, and industry-government 
programs. Neither wants to go it alone, 
and together they apparently have not, 
as yet, come up with the programs 
they agree must be developed if 
restoration is to take place.

Stripes: the “Don’t Tread on Me” 
rattlesnake flag, the “ Appeal to 
Heaven” pine tree flag, the blue

called the Grand Union flag. These 
flags led George Washington across 
the Delaware under the Grand Union 
flag. 
This banner had 13 red and white 
stripes 
but,

flourished the familiar British Union 
Jack in the upper left corner. 
The American Revolution had been 
going on two years before someone 
suggested that we have our own flag. 
13 stripes alternating red and white, 13 
stars and a blue field representing a 
new constellation. 
Historians say it was the Civil War 
that brought on a great patriotic surge 
over the flag.

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COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Cancer 
patient Linda Hardy Marcum, who 
received national publicity when 
doctors diagnosed her as dying and she 
sought a home for her children, was 
arrested Wednesday on an old drug 
charge. 
Police picked up the 33-year-old 
mother of three children on an arrest 
order issued Sept. 23, 1974 after she 
failed to appear in Muncipal Court on a 
charge of possession of hallucinogens. 
Police records show she was 
arrested March 18,1974 after a search 
of her former home turned up two 
ounces of marijuana. She pleaded 
innocent to the charge on March 20, 
1974 and the case was continued five 
times. 
When she failed to appear Sept. 23, 
Municipal Court Judge Bruce Jenkins 
wrote a bench warrant and set bond at 
$300 upon her arrest. 
The order was filed by the police 
department after it went without being 
served. 
Then police received an anonymous 
telephone call this week. 
“The guy asked us why we hadn’t 
served the order,” said Capt. Frank 
Peterfy of the narcotics bureau. “ He 
even gave us her present address.We 
looked it up, found that it was in good 
order and arrested her." 
The judge dropped the cash bond 
stipulation Wednesday and set another 
court hearing.

M arcum, 
who 
recently 
remarried, received national attention 
in March when she was hospitalized 
for a fourth operation to curb the 
cancer. She was seeking a family to 
care for her children. Her husband 
deserted the family five years ago. 
The three osteopaths treating her 
disagree on her long-term recovery'.

family 
doctor 
says 
she’s 
recovered. “ It is a miracle, and 
there’s no question about it.” But two 
other doctors have reservations about 
total elimination of the cancer.

My sister is on a kelp diet kick. I 
always question her enthusiam for any 
new diet idea. This is about the 10th 
gimmicky diet she’s tried. Each time 
she’s convinced this is the one. What is 
this “kelp” thing? 
Miss R. L., Ohio 
Dear Miss L.: 
Kelp is a seaweed known to be highly 
nutritious and very low in calories. 
It is often an important part of the 
regular diet in Far Eastern countries. 
Kelp has captured the attention of a 
great many health enthusiasts and 
actually has been used successfully for 
many people who are trying to lose 
weight. 


However, a problem has come to 
light that should be brought to your 
sister's attention. About 5 per cent of 
the American people seem to have 
unusual sensitivity to iodine. Since 
kelp contains a large amount of 
potassium iodide it would pose a 
potential health risk for these people. 
It is true that this percentage may 
seem small. Yet, for those who have 
this sensitivity, complex problems 
centered around the thyroid gland 
might result. 
I therefore suggest that before 


anyone plans an extensive period of 
kelp-supplem ented diet that their 
thyroid function be investigated. Then, 
with permission of the doctor, it could 
be considered safe. 


Is it safe to borrow someone else’s 
lipstick? I have a friend who is con­ 
stantly forgetting her own. 
Miss D. L.,R. I. 
Dear Miss L.: 
It is unwise to trade cosmetics in this 
way. I recall a bacterial study that 
revealed powder puffs contaminated 
with staphylococcus germs. 
Many people may build up an im­ 
munity to their own personal mouth 
and skin germs and be free from in­ 
fection. Yet, the germs that are safe 
for them may cause infections in 
others. 
Several cases of severe eye in­ 
fections were recently traced to an 
infected mascara brush that had been 
passed around at a school play. 
Cosmetics are very personal and 
should be kept that way.

State's New Drug Law 
Could Cut Sentences 
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Charles M. Hall, 1863-1914, born at 
Thompson, Geauga County, Ohio, 
invented in 1886 the electrical process 
for refining aluminum. 
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COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Prison 
gates won’t be flung open for drug 
offenders, but as many as 1,200 have 
been notified that their sentences could 
be reduced under a new Ohio law 
taking effect Friday. 
The anticipated early release of 
some of these prisoners is one of 
several ironies in a complex law 
regarded by Ohio Atty. Gen. William J. 
Brown as the “toughest in the nation.” 
For instance, the new maximum 
punishment for possession of less than 
34 ounces of marijuana—or about 80 
joints— is a $100 fine, even for repeat 
offenses. And no criminal record will 
be kept. 
It is the most lenient state statute in 
the country relating to casual public 
use of marijuana. 
The old law, calling for one year or 
$1,000 for first offense and 1-10 for 
repeaters, was overturned by a federal 
court judge who said it was unduly 
harsh. A state-sought appeal is pend­ 
ing before the U.S. Supreme Court. 
While lighter penalties in the law are 
retroactive, the stiff new mandatory 
sentences for dealing in hard drugs— 
heroin, cocaine—do not become law 
until July I, 1976. 
Most 
of 
the 
new 
sentences 
technically 
provide 
for 
lower 
maximum terms: furnishing heroin or 
cocaine to a minor, which could bring 
30 years to life under the old law, will 
be subject to a 7-25 year term. 
But that seven-year minimum is an 
absolute m andatory bottom line 
sentence with no opportunity for an 
early out through probation or parole. 
By com parison, the old penalty 
structure could free a felon in a matter 
of months through shock probation. 
During the interim period up to the 
July I effective date for the entire law, 
defendants convicted of hard drug 
offenses are likely to receive the lesser 
overall sentences in the new law, but 
not the mandatory minimums, a 
deputy attorney general says. 
“The most difficult (part of im­ 
plementation) is going to be the in­ 
terim period,” acknowledges Leo J. 
Conway, deputy chief of the criminal 
activities division. 
Past legal precedents suggest judges 
will hand out the “lesser of the two” 
penalties when sentencing drug of­ 
fenders over the next eight months, 
Conway says. 
“But they would probably have a 
hard time making a mandatory sen­ 
tence stick because a judge would say 
it was ex post facto,” he adds, citing 
legal terminology for a retroactive 
penalty to the disadvantage of a 
defendant 
Still Conway does not anticipate 
major problems during the interim 
period He expects judges will honor 
the spirit of the new law and rule out 


shock probation or parole if it would 
not be possible with a comparable 
offense after July I. 
An assistant attorney general, 
familiar with the act, predicts some 
snags: 
“ There 
are 
a 
lot 
of 
ramifications (of the law) that will 
have to be litigated by prosecutors or 
the judiciary,” he said. 
M eanwhile, the D epartm ent of 
Rehabilitation and Correction has 
been gearing up to handle cases in­ 
volving prisoners who might be in for a 
reduction of sentence, or even 
freedom, under the new law. 
“ The records office has been 
notifying inmates when sentences 
under which they were convicted have 
been modified under the new drug 
law,” a spokesman said. 
Ohio’s prisons saw a dramatic 70 per 
cent increase this year in inmates 
serving time for drug or drug-related 
offenses, breaking a nine-year pattern 
of relatively steady levels. 
One expert in the attorney general’s 
Bureau of Criminal Identification 
speculated that the upsurge might be 
due to growing sensitivity among 
judges and parole authorities to media 
criticism. 
Whether lenient judges have sud­ 
denly turned tough or drug abuse is 
simply on the upswing, John P. Can- 
ney, 
research director for the 
correction department, says the drug 
convict populations has risen in 1975 
from 700 to 1,200. 
These inmates are being notified 
that they can petition to the court that 
sentenced them for a release or 
reduction in sentence. 
In addition to individual contacts, 
the department has prepared sample 
petitions for inmates to study and has 
posted drug law fact sheets on prison 
bulletin boards. 
If the facts of a case clearly indicate 
the sentence would be lessened for a 
comparable offense under the new 
law, judges will be mandated to reduce 
the time or order the prisoner freed. 
Since most cases hinge on the 
amount of narcotic involved— and that 
is not always obvious from trial 
records—judicial 
discretion 
will 
probably 
be 
required in many 
situations. 
Any time there's a prospect of 
release, there’s going to be a big 
weight on the courts,” says Canny. 
He estimates about 120 prisoners will 
be eligible for quick release under the 
new law.

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M otorized Bikes Enjoy Boom

It looks like a fat bicycle or an un­ 
dernourished motorcycle, but it’s 
really the motorized bicycle or 
‘ moped.” a machine fast becoming 
the newest American transportation 
rage. 
One must pedal the moped in order 
to get it started, but once in action, it 
can obtain speeds as high as JO miles 
per hour with the aid of a small one-to 
two-horsepower engine. 
Ixing a practical and popular method 
of transit in parts of Europe. Bermuda 
and the Caribbean, the motorized bike 
only became legal for sale in this 
country last year when the federal 
government issued safety standards. 
So far IO states have legalized th * 
moped for use on their highways. 
Enthusiasts say the federal move 
was triggered by the national energy 
crunch, the faltering economy and 
concerns for cleaner air. 
“ Fifty per cent of working people in 
America live within five miles of work. 
The motorized bicycle is the most fea­ 
sible, cheapest way of motorized 
transportation known to humanity," 
said J. David Jones. 
Jones is a somewhat prejudiced 
source (he’s president of American 
Garelli 
East, 
an 
Italian 
bike 
manufacturer), but if the booming 
motorcycle industry is any indicator, 
mopeds should have plenty of market 
appeal. 
Mopeds weigh between 56 and IOO 
pounds, get up to 220 miles per gallon 
and cost between $300 and $499 
They’re also quieter than motorcycles 
and automobiles, supporters say. 
“ Every time I ride a motorized bike 
I smile,” said Mark Rosenker of the 
Motorized 
Bicycle 
Association, an 
industry trade group. “ I never met 
anyone who didn’t giggle a little bit 
and smile. It’s fun to ride and I can fill 
up my gas tank for 37 cents.” 
There are 50 million mopeds in use 
all over the world, according to Serge 
Sequin, chairman of the association 
and vice president of Motobecane, 
another manufacturer. In the United 


States, some 50,000 people ride the 
machines. 
So far. the only states to pass 
measures 
in 
their 
legislatures 
legalizing the' machine are Virginia, 
North Carolina. South Carolina, Texas, 
Ohio, Michigan, Nevada, California, 
Hawaii and New Jersey. 
Speed limits and engine capacity 
differ from state to state In California, 
the speed limit is 30 rn p h., while in 
New Jersey, the limit is placed at 25 
mph.

Virginia, the engine can only be I 
horsepower. 
* Engines cannot be* souped up,” said 
Rosenker “ It’s just not practical.”

need of aid and attendance. Am I also 
eligible for out patient medical 
treatment for any condition? 
(A) Yes, you are eligible for any 
medical treatment required, except 
for dental conditions. 
(Q) I am an honorably discharged 
World W arr II veteran. As I am now 66 
years old, am I eligible for a VA 
pension? 
(A) You may be eligible, depending 
upon your annual income and net 
worth. If you’re single and your in­ 
come does not exceed $3000 a year, or 
$4200 if you have dependents, you could 
qualify. Check with your local VA 
office or the service officer of any 
recognized veterans’ organization. 
(Q) Twenty years ago I bought a 
house with a maximum loan guaranty 
of $7,500 from the VA. Since the 
current loan guaranty maximum is 
$17,500, do I have more entitlement 
coming? 
(A) Yes. You still have entitlement 
equal to the difference between $17,500 
and $7,500,or $10,000, in loan guaranty. 
(Q) As an honorable discharged 
veteran, I know that I am eligible for a 
G I Bill home loan guaranty. In ap­ 
plying for such a loan, will I have to 
make a down payment?

NEW HAVEN, Conn. IAP) — The 
chief financial officer of the parent 
firm of a Connecticut factory that 
allegedly was dynamited for insurance 
profits said Thursday the plant lost 
more than $1.2 million in the last five 
months of 1974, 


I/w ell Powell of Ohio Decorative 
Products Corp. of Spencerville, Ohio, 
testified in U.S. District Court that 
$200,000 was owed by the Sponge 
Rubber Products Co. plant in nearby 
Shelton for fuel and electricity as of 
last March I, the day the $10 million 
factory was destroyed. 


Powell confirmed the firm's fuel and 
electric bills totaled $625,000 in May, 
but said many of those debts arose 
after the fire. 


Nine men, including Charles D. 
Moeller of Cridersville, Ohio, are being 
tried on arson related charges stem­ 
ming from the blast. 
Moeller is president of both Ohio 
Decorative Products Corp. and its 
wholly owned subsidiary, Grand Sheet 
Metal Corp. which owns Sponge Rub­ 
ber. 
Powell said Moeller owns 58 per cent 
of Ohio Decorative. 
Grand Sheet 
Metal, 
which 
has 
headquarters in Melrose Park, 111., has 
filed a $63 million insurance claim for 
losses in the fire. 
Under questioning, Powell ac­ 
knowledged that a New York company 
financing the 1974 purchase tightened 
its financial arrangement with Grand 
Sheet Metal on Feb. 5 to increase its 
share of the company’s profits which 
went to pay off a loan. 
He also said Sponge Rubber had lost 
at least two major contracts with 
mattress companies by March I. 


Changed Prospect 
Faces Christianity

Christianity in the developing shift of 
its center of gravity from the mostly 
white, affluent western world to the 
poorer, dark people of the southern 
and eastern part of the globe. 
That transition is altering the 
powers and pressures in the World 
Council of Churches whose governing 
assembly starts a meeting Sunday in 
Nairobi, capital of the east African 
country of Kenya. 
A once-every-seven-years affair, the 
assembly brings together about 2,500 
participants, 747 of them voting 
delegates 
of 
271 
member 
denominations. 
They represent about 400 million 
Christians, Protestants, Anglicans, 
Eastern Orthodox and old Catholics in 
IOO countries, an increasing share of 
them from the “third world" countries 
of Asia, Africa and I^atin America. 
The assembly, the fifth in the 27-year 
history of the council, will be the first 
in the southern hemisphere, the first in 
Africa, and the first in which Ameri­ 
cans and Europeans don’t 
pre­ 
dominate. 
They inevitably are going to be 


confronted with “ the searching, 
painful questions from the brethren of 
the third world," says the Rev. Charles 
H. Long Jr., executive secretary of the 
U.S. Conference of the World Council. 
While the council in its orgins was 
dominated by western church leaders, 
he adds, it now embraces “a new 
generation of men and women — 
Africans, 
Asians 
and 
Latin 
Americans." 
The change reflects a geographical 
shift 
in 
the 
weight 
of 
Christian 
prevalence itself, which at present is 
about evenly divided between a half 
billion Christians of the west and a half 
billion of the “third world.” 
But Christianity is in a nogrowth 
slump in the west, while ifs booming 
in the poorer lands, increasing twice as 
fast as the population in many areas, 
including Africa, where 149 million 
Christians now make up 40 per cent of 
the population. 
The Rev. Dr. Richey Hogg, professor 
of world Christianity at Southern 
Methodist University, predicts that 
Christianity soon may be a minority 
faith in the west, while it becomes a 
majority among the world’s dark- 
skinned peoples.

Sheriff Seeks 
To Kick O ut

AKRON, Ohio (AP) — Summit 
County commissioners and Prosecutor 
Stephan Galac have been ordered to 
give up their offices in the City-County 
Safety Building, and the prosecutor 
calls the situation ‘ like in Alice in 
Wonderland.” 
The order came by letter from 
Sheriff Ronald Weyandt, who said his 
department needs more space for its 
operation. 
In response, Prosecutor Stephan 
Gabalac said Thursday that Weyandt 
‘‘goes off all the time on his own 
without checking with other people or 
asking legal opinions about what is 
right. 
“There is nothing more frightening 
than ignorance in action,” Gabalac 
added. 
Weyandt issued his directive by 
letters to the three-member com­ 
mission and the prosecutor in which he 
said he ‘‘ordered, adjudged and 
decreed” that ‘‘use of space in the jail 
building for any purpose not directly 
involved in jail operations” must be 
ended.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Kent 
State has been the most successful 
Mid-American Conference football 
rival against Gene Swick, but the 
Flashes have lost no respect for the 
Toledo passing genius. 
He’s not only an excellent passer, 
but he also has good on-the-field 
judgment. He can hurt you so many 
w ays,” 
said 
Denis 
Fitzgerald, 
preparing Kent State for a Saturday 
night meeting with Swick at Toledo. 
“ He has the amazing ability to rally 
his team when behind. A three or four 
touchdown advantage isn’t very 
secure when he is on the field,” added 
Fitzgerald. 
Swick, a 6-foot-2 senior, needs just 
148 total yards to break the national 
all-time mark of 7,887 Jim Plunkett 
established for Stanford five years 
ago.

contaminated diving suit were both 
abandoned, the report said. 
Perhaps the most bizarre plot of all 
involved a scheme to simply em­ 
barrass Castro publicly by sprinkling 
his shoes with a powder that would 
make his beard fall out. 
The committee’s outline of the plot to 
poison Lumumba states that “ it is 
likely that President Eisenhower’s ex­ 
pression of strong concern about the 
man at a meeting of the National 
Security Council on Aug. 9, 1960, was 
taken by (then CIA director) Allen 
Dulles as authority to assassinate 
Lumumba.” 
Poison was transferred to the CIA 
station chief in IiCopoldville, but never 
used, the committee said, concluding 
there was no connection between the 
plot and the events that led to 
Lumumba’s death. 
In 1961, the CIA supplied weapons to 
local dissidents in the Dominican 
Republic, knowing “ that the dissidents 
intended 
to 
overthrow 
Trujillo 
probably by assassination,” according 
to the report. However, “ there is no 
direct evidence that the weapons 
which were passed were used’ when 
Trujillo was gunned down by those 
dissidents, the report said. 
With respect to South Vietnamese 
president Diem, the committee said 
that although it found evidence that the 
United States encouraged the coup 
which toppled him in November, 1963, 
the U.S. government “ neither desired 
nor 
was 
involved 
in 
the 
assassinations” of Diem and his 
brother Ngo Dinh Nhu. 
In 1970, President Nixon instructed 
the CIA “ to play a direct role in 
organizing a military coup d’etat in 
Chile to prevent" Marxist Salvadore 
Allende from coming to power. During 
October, the CIA contacted military 
conspirators in Chile, all of whom 
regarded removal of Gen. Schneider, 
who strongly opposed a coup, as a 
necessary ingredient to their plans. On 
Oct. ‘22, the CIA passed machine guns 
and ammunition to a group that al­ 
ready had failed in one previous at­ 
tempt to kidnap Schneider. 
“ Even though the support included 
weapons, it appears that the intention 
of both the dissidents and the United 
States officials was to abduct Gen. 


Schneider, not to kill him,” the report 
said. Schneider was fatally wounded in 
a kidnap attempt by a separate group 
of plotters, the panel said. 
The committee described 
the 
Sukarno and Duvalier affairs in a 
footnote. 


Bissell told the panel that the CIA 
contemplated the assassination of 
Sukarno but went no further than to 
identify a person it believed might be 
recruited to kill him. Arms sent to 
Indonesian dissidents were not in­ 
tended for assassination, he testified. 


As CIA director, John McCone 
authorized the agency to give arms to 
Haitian dissidents planning to over­ 
throw Duvalier, a McCone assistant 
told the committee. Although the 
assassination of Duvalier was not 
contemplated, it was realized that 
Duvalier might be killed during an 
overthrow, the assistant testified. 


The committee condemned the use 
of assassination except in wartime as 
“ incompatible with American prin­ 
ciples, 
international 
order 
and 
morality.” It concluded, “ We regard 
the assassination plots as aberra­ 
tions.” 
Ford and CIA Director William E. 
Colby have forbidden the use of 
assassinations by the government.

Vocational Board 
Hears Report On 
2nd O pen House

Juveniles 
Arrested In 
Firearm Theft 


Two Williamsport juveniles were 
arrested Thursday afternoon by 
Sheriff’s Authorities in the theft of a 
firearm owned by John H. Shaw, 
Williamsport. 
According to witnesses, the boys, 15 
and 17-years-old, saw the gun in 
Shaw’s truck parked in front of John’s 
Place on Water St. in Williamsport, 
1:30 p.m. Thursday. 
One youth reached into the bed of the 
truck and threw the 12-gauge single 
shotgun, valued at $20, to the other boy 
who was standing on the sidewalk. 
The two then fled along a creek. 
Deputy Dan Dewey, after talking to 
witnesses, went to the youths’ homes 
and questioned them where they ad­ 
mitted to the theft. Dewey then 
arrested them for the grand theft of a 
firearm. 


The Pickaway-Ross Joint Vocational 
School Board met in regular session 
Thursday night and heard a report on 
the open house held Sunday afternoon. 
A resolution was passed commending 
the staff, teachers and custodians, and 
students for their participation and 
planning of the event. There were 
approximately 2,392 people who at­ 
tended the second annual open house. 
A resolution was also passed during 
the evening relating to Title IX. The 
board was advised that there is 
presently a girl enrolled in the school’s 
auto mechanics program and a boy 
enrolled in cosmetology. Title IX 
relates to prohibition against sex 
discrimination in the public education 
facility’s offerings. 
Attendance records of the various 
participating schools were reviewed 
and the board found that Bishop Flaget 
ranked highest in attendance with 
96.22 per cent. Adena ranked second 
with a 96.16 per cent attendance record 
and Paint Valley, third with 95.90. 
Acting superintendent Ralph Neal 
noted that these figures mean students 
from these three schools only miss 3.78 
percent of the time. 
The board forwarded the respon­ 
sibility of two items to the policy 
committee. The first concerned the 
guidelines on corporal punishment as 
stated by the Supreme Court Decision. 
The Baker vs Owen case which was 
presented to the Supreme Court 
resulted in the afirmation of a decision 
made by the North Carolina Federal 
District Court. In the brief presented to 
the board, the guidelines were spelled 
out and the policy committee will 
consider these guidelines. At this time, 
the vocational school does not employ 
corporal punishment. 
The policy committee was also given 
the responsibility of studying the 
policy on safety rules. 
It was also noted to the board by the 
acting superintendent that the third 
building on the site, a law enforcement 
and vehicle housing building, is still 
incomplete. The board will not make 
final payments until the building is 
complete. 
Action taken bv the State Depart­ 


ment of Education concerning the 
placement of the Amanda-Clearcreek 
vocational students was studied by the 
local board. As per that decision, the 
students in Fairfield County who are 
not presently served by a vocational 
facility will be assigned to the Tri- 
County Vocational Center. 
The board will be responsible for an 
annual report as a result of Senate Bill 
170. The report will relate to school 
operations other than financial and 
will be required by November, 1976. 
Ray Pack, coordinator of guidance, 
reported 
to the 
board 
on 
the 
preliminary survey and a comparison 
was made to the figures presented last 
year and the year before. In general 
this year, the interest has increased in 
the vocational center. 
Nelson Jones and Mrs. Joan Hess 
were appointed by the board president, 
Homer 
Beath, 
to 
serve 
on 
the 
negotiation committee to meet with 
the teachers organization. 
In closing, the board approved a 
contract with Donald Mankin to assist 
with the construction of a residential 
building to be completed by the senior 
carpentry program. 


Two 
men 
were

John VV. Eshelman & Sons mill, 327 E.

lawrence Kasee, 301 E. High St., 
was given emergency treatment at 
Berger Hospital and then transferred 
to Riverside Hospital, Columbus, for 
further treatment of severe head in­ 
juries he sustained when a fire hose 
struck him. 
Homer Robinson, Chillicothe, was 
treated at Berger Hospital and later 
released for an injury to his right leg, 
which was struck by the same hose. 
The men were apparently holding a 
fire hose, which was being used to test 
the capabilities of the plant’s fire 
pump. 
The hose, carrying 50 pounds of 
water pressure, whipped loose, wit­ 
nesses said, and struck Kasee in the 
head, knocking him about 20 feet. 
Robinson was hit in the leg. 
The test was being conducted for 
John C. Ammeson, an insurance in­ 
spector with the firm, Fred S. James 
Agency, Inc., Chicago, 111.
